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Israel, Egypt agree on pact 


ALEXANDRIA. Egypt (U PI) - Egypt 
and Israel have agreed on the terms of 
an interim peace treaty and the docu­ 
ment will be initialed by Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat or a deputy Friday or 
Saturday, Egyptian political sources 
said today. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
negotiated the agreement on the terms 
and flew here from Jerusalem late today 
to help work out with Sadat the 
translating of the agreement into a writ­ 
ten document, the sources told U PI staff 
correspondent Michael S. Barrett. 


The pact will be effective immediately 
and a few days later military commit­ 
tees of both countries will meet in 
Geneva to work out the last technical 
details and a time table as they did at 
Kilometer 101 when the first Sinai dis­ 
engagement treaty was achieved, the 
sources said. 
Israel will pull back from the Gitla and 
Mitla passes and the Abu Rudeis oil 
fields but will maintain its Umm 
Khashiba spy center on Gidi Pass in 
west-central Sinai; the United States 
Hearings set 
on safety, 
animal rules 


Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night set a public hearing on Sept. 8 to 
consider a proposed ordinance on the 
control of animals within the city , and 
set a public hearing on Sept. 22 to con­ 
sider a draft of a public safety element to 
the general plan. 
The commissioners set the hearing on 
the animal control document after 
rewording some parts of the document. 
Vernon Copeland, for example won ap­ 
proval for extending the buffer zone for 
bee hives around habitation, from a 
previous suggested distance of 500 feet to 
1.000 feet. Copeland’s questions also led 
to the elimination of specific animal 
names from a paragraph outlining the 
prohibition against wild animals in 
residential zones. 
The proposed ordinance actually incor­ 
porates old. but recently approved sec­ 
tions on a variety of questions on animal 
control, along with some new sections. 
The discussion on the public safety hear­ 
ing date was interrupted by charges that 
the commission had been remiss in not 
widely publicizing the availability of 
copies of the document.

Members of the California School 
Employes Association, last night, 
rejected a peace bid in their salary dis­ 
pute with Lompoc Unified School 
District and ordered their negotiators 
back to the bargaining table. 


Bob Halstead, president of the local 
chapter of CSEA. said the employes 
were dissatisfied with the six per cent in­ 
crease in salary and fringe benefits 
which has been offered by the school 
board's chief negotiator. Alice Milligan 
Halstead said the membership of his 
organization felt the six per cent was 
“ inadequate" in the face of the rise in 
the cost of living. Another meeting 
between the two sides reportedly, will be 
scheduled in a few days. About 300 
employes are affected. 


Failure of the two sides to come to an 
agreement has held up a six per cent 
raise that the school board has already 
included in its new budget. The raise 
would have gone into effect on June 30 


Meanwhile, the impasse also continues 
in negotiations between teachers and the 
school board. Members of Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers. LFT. were 
scheduled to meet at Lompoc High 
School this morning to vote by secret 
ballot on whether to accept or reject a 
combination salary and fringe benefit of­ 
fer of six per cent. LFT president 
Norman I,arson. today, said, if the 
membership votes to accept the offer, 
they will also specify how they want the 
increase percentage broken down 
between direct salary or fringe benefits. 
For months, now. the school board has 
broken down the six per cent into units of 
four for salaries and two for fringe 
benefits 


Members of Lompoc Education As­ 
sociation. LEA were scheduled to vote 


tomorrow on whether they want their 
leaders to accept or reject. I,ater, the 
LEA Rep Council will meet to formulate 
instructions to their representatives who 
sit on the Certificated Employe Council. 
CEC 
Rank and file sentiment will decide the 
question, but it is the CEC. in a more for­ 
mal sense that will put its imprint on an 
agreement. 
This was the state of uncertainty that 
existed today as the school board 
prepared to go into its regular meeting, 
today at 7 p m Still to be decided as far 
as the budget is concerned is the new 
money that will come to the district as a 
result of recently approved legislation 
and also final disposition for about $16 
million in so-called “ windfall" monies 
that came to the district from the state 
more than a year ago as a result of the 
settlement of a lawsuit 


Failure to reach an agreement on 
salaries up to this amount means little to 
teachers economically, but for CSEA 
members who work as custodians, 
clerks, secretaries and mechanics, the 
impasse means almost certainly the per­ 
manent loss of any salary increases dur­ 
ing July and August. As one CSEA 
member expressed it. “ retroactivity is 
an illegal word in school financing ” 


Under the law. the school board is 
required to “ meet and confer.” with 
employes over salaries, but as on most 
other items can act unilaterally. Some 
observers say the board could merely 
declare an end to the matter, grant the 
six per cent increases — the same 
percentage already offered and ac­ 
cepted by school administrators — and 
the next pay checks would reflect more 
money

Board defers action 
on $3.34 tax levy

Santa Barbara County Board of Supervisors decided Mon­ 
day to defer action to its Sept. 2 meeting on a recommenda­ 
tion of County Auditor-Controller Paul E. Floyd to set a $3.34 
county general fund tax levy for this year, a rate slightly 
over 56 cents higher than the rate this past year. 
Floyd pointed out the proposed new rate is lower than the 
county's all-time high rate of $3 60 levied in 1971-72 by some 
26 cents Floyd also stressed that the supervisors in earlier 
actions had reduced spending plans by some $2.8 million in 
getting the rate boost down from an originally proposed $1.22 
as provided in the approved proposed budget. 
He gave examples of the county property tax increase seen 
in typical code areas in the various areas of the county as af­ 
fecting owners of homes with $40.000 market value, based on 
the recommended $3.34 per $100 county levy and local taxes. 
These are as follows: City of Carpintería — increase in tax 
bill of $36 02 for year up to $1.046.17 total; Montecito — 
Increase in tax bill of $36.28 to $959.66 total bill; Mission Ca­ 
nyon — Increase in tax bill of $29.23 to total tax bill of 
$951.13; City of Santa Barbara — Increase of $55.18 in tax bill 
to total of $1,026.37 ; Goleta Valley — Increase of $54.42 in tax 
bill to total of $1.042.07: City of Lompoc - Increase of $242 
in tax bill to total of $1.005.48; City of Guadalupe — Increase 
of $76 06 in tax bill to total of $990.66; City of Santa Maria — 
Increase of $61 to total tax bill of $943.01. 
Citizens, officials 
rap plans for new 
channel oil wells 


SANTA BARBARA (U PI) - City, 
county and state officials joined ordinary 
citizens Monday in telling a federal hear­ 
ing they do not want oil wells off the 
coast here. 


Today it was to be the oil industry’s 
turn to present its side of the argument. 


A three-day hearing is being held at the 
Lobero theater into the draft en­ 
vironmental impact statement by the 
Interior Department on the prospects of 
renewed drilling and leasing in the Santa 
Barbara Channel. 


Mayor David Shiffman complained the 
oil drilling cost the city money. 


“ The tourist industry in Santa Barbara 
has suffered serious losses from oil and 
gas development in the channel,” he 
said “ These losses have had a direct ef­ 
fect on both our social and economic well 
being." 


He estimated the well known 1969 oil 
spill cost the city $100.000 in cleanup ex­ 
penses. $100.000 in lost rental of city 
owned coastline property and $3.5 
million in lost taxes. 


The money lost has forced the city to 
cut 71 jobs from the municipal payroll, 
the mayor said. 
Albert F. Reynolds, county en­ 
vironmental quality coordinator, com­ 
plained that he had too little time and not 
enough staff help to prepare an adequate 
critique of the 1.036-page federal impact 
statement 
Reynolds said he appealed to 
knowledgeable Santa Barbarans to con­ 


tribute their time and services to 
analyze the statement. He said three 
private consulting firms and a pe­ 
troleum geologist with 30 years ex­ 
perience had already joined the effort. 


The executive officer of the state lands 
commission. William F Northrop, said 
the federal government is withholding 
vital facts about the lease areas 


“This is just one more example of the 
federal government’s absolute refusal to 
cooperate with state or local agencies, 
even to sharing vital data and informa­ 
tion with the public it is supposed to 
serve." Northrop said 


If new drilling begins in the federal of­ 
fshore waters, more than 3 miles from 
the coast, the state may have to en­ 
courage drilling in the in shore strip un­ 
der its jurisdiction, he said. Otherwise, 
drilling on the federal leases may drain 
off oil from the neighboring state lands, 
with the income from state-owned oil 
resources going to Washington instead of 
Sacramento. Northrop said. 


Citizens gave emotional speeches 
recalling the oil well blowout that 
blackened the channel, saying they did 
not want oil-coated beaches again. 


Speaking out in favor of expanded of­ 
fshore operations was W. H. Seaman of 
Southern California Edison. He noted 
that his power company alone will need 
an estimated 734 million barrels of oil in 
the next 10 years and said offshore 
development of new domestic energy 
sources should "proceed as rapidly as 
possible.

O ther dem onstrations and cultural events w ere expected in 
m any big cities as the nation’s wom en celebrate the an n iv ersary of 
the day they won the right to vote. 
Illinois Gov. Daniel W alker w as to address a w om en’s equality 
day rally in front of the F ederal Building in C hicago and w as to 
sign legislation affecting w om en's rights. 
Sara Nelson, coordinator of NOW’s cam paign for an investi­ 
gation of the Silkwood death, said an FBI investigation of the case 
looks like a cover-up. 
Ms. Silkwood w as killed in an auto crash Nov. 13, 1974, while 
driving to m eet a New Y ork T im es rep o rter and a national official 
of the Oil. Chem ical and A tom ic W orkers union She had been 
collecting evidence of alleged safety violations a t the K err-M cG ee 
nuclear plant in O klahom a w here she worked 
Ms Nelson said a G eneral Accounting Office rep o rt issued in 
May cited several possible crim inal violations in the case. But, she 
said, the FBI has not yet even interview ed the principles in the 
case, an indication “ thev a re not doing anything. 
O klahom a officials said Ms. SilkworxLs car probably crashed 
because she fell asleep a t the wheel and sw erved off the highway.

Re-enactment of the Juan Bautista De Anza Expedition of 1775-76 saw the 
participation of Albert J and Ruby Pico this month in the beginning events. 
The couple has just returned from Mexico City where he represented his 
ancestors who came with the original expedition to California. 
Al's great-great-great-grandfather was Santiago De La Cruz Pico, a soldier, 
who came here with his wife and their seven children. Al's great-great- 
grandfather. Jose Maria Pico, was an 11-year-old boy at time of the trek. In 
time, he married another member of the expedition. Maria Estaquia 
Gutierrez 
The two became the parents of Jose Antonia. Al's great­ 
grandfather. a rancher; of Pio Pico, last Mexican governor of California under 
Mexican rule, and Andres Pico, the Mexican Army general who surrendered 
California to Freemont These men are well known to most Californians since 
much of the state history was made during the time they were in office 
Re-enactment of the expedition has been designated as an approved bicenten­ 
nial project by the American Revolution bicentennial administration and spon­ 
sored by the California and Arizona bicentennial commissions. It has also been 
recognized by the Republic of Mexico. 
With Mr. and Mrs. Shropshire. California representatives from Santa Bar­ 
bara. and 40 others from California and Arizona, the Picos were entertained on 
a Thursday evening in the Plaza Santa Cecilia where they were served a three 
course meal and dessert. Mexico’s finest singers and dancers performed in a 
three hour floor show A wall banner read “ Welcome De Anza Expedition.” 
The Picos especially attracted the attention of photographers from ail the new­ 
spapers and were pictured in editions of the following day. Their two wore 
authentic reproductions of clothing worn on the trip of 200 years ago. 
On Friday, the group toured Mexico City, went to Chapultepec Park and saw 
the castle where Maximilian and Carlotta lived for five years. Carlotta 
designed the street La Reforma after a street in Paris. They visited many of 
the old churches, including the Cathedral of Mexico and Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, and saw famous old government buildings. Enroute to visit the 
pyramids, they saw many large corn fields, and numerous parks with water 
fountains and statues to honor favorite heros. The museum of anthropology 
was a fascinating spot. 
That evening they were entertained at a formal cocktail party in the home of 
the American ambassador. Minister Brandin and his wife. The guest list 
numbered 69 of Mexico’s most distinguished people and the 43 descendants and 
guests from Arizona and California. 
On Saturday, the Picos were asked to don their costumes again for a personal 
interview with the governor, mayor of Mexico City. One of Mexico’s most im­ 
portant leaders. Octavio Hernandez was most gracious to the visiting group. 
Presentations were made from the various counties represented Vivian and 
George Obern and the Picos represented Santa Barbara Co. whose mayor had 
sent a letter Newspaper photographers and television cameras again recorded 
the event for extensive coverage by the news media. 
Returning to their bus, the group was taken to the Charro Country Club for a 
Mexican rodeo and barbecue Host was Dr. Juan Ignacio Rodriguez, chairman 
for the De Anza Expedition in Mexico. It was a fun-filled day. Three bands 
played during and after the rodeo. Rope tricks, singing and dancing followed 
with Dr Rodriguez concluding the program with a Mexican hat dance. The 
group then was invited inside the clubhouse for a dinner and dancing. 
Sunday was the “ big day” for the costumed group, taken to the Charro 
Museum where horses and carriages awaited the 42 persons to ride in the 
parade. Al and Ruby, the Oberns and Helen Shropshire. California coordinator, 
were among those to ride horseback The remaining rode in carriages or a 
stagecoach They were led to the Zocolo Plaza, third largest plaza in the world. 
There on a platform were many dignitaries. Playing the role of Antonio Maria 
Bucareli. the mayor’s secretary presented Dr. Rodriguez with a copy of the 
original orders to take on the trek. The latter will act the part of De Anza from 
Mexico A 55-piece band played and 150 charros were on horseback. 
George Cardinet represented Mayor Alioto of San Francisco and Brandin 
from the American Embassy made a speech The three hour parade then 
proceeded from Zocolo. up La Reforma to Chapultepec Park. The arrangement 
made for this parade was quite a feat.

1775, there 
were 240 persons. 695 horses and mules and 355 cattle. 
Since few people can take a year out of their lives to cover the entire dis­ 
tance. in both Mexico and California, the re-enactment will be treated as a 
relay. Members of the North American Trail Ride Conference, horsemen of 
both Arizona and California. Charros of Mexico and the United States, as well 
as walking groups will participate in the over-all expedition. The expedition 
will be in Santa Barbara Co. from Feb. 25-29 and the Picos will again par­ 
ticipate La Purisima Mission will be scene of the celebration.

Wahlers 
will fulfill that requirement in 
the absence of a department 
head. 


We recognize very well the 
amounts of time and energy 
that both the position of com­ 
munity development director 
and city administrator de­ 
mand of those filling them, 
and we don’t see how both 
positions can be filled by one 
person. Neither can we see a 
logical alternative. 
Probably our largest reser­ 
vation about all this is the 
length of time it will probably

take to find a replacement for 
Ai Autry, who has moved to 
Santa Maria. 


We find the 90-day period 
mentioned by Wahlers to be in­ 
terminable, and especially 
when Autry gave notice more 
than one month ago. Apparent­ 
ly, the placing of ads for his 
replacement take a month or 
so, and the screening of appli­ 
cants will take even longer. 
We wish there were some ex­ 
peditious ways of handling the 
time involved. And we find it 
hard to believe that there are 
not other means, short of the 
L.A. Times, by which the word 
can be passed that a position is 
open in Lompoc. 


On the other hand, we would 
gladly spend twice 90 days if 
that time would assuredly give 
Lompoc a more qualified and 
talented community develop­ 
ment director than we would 
get otherwise. We don’t know. 
Mr. Autry will be retained 
on a consulting basis during 
the 90-day period now beginn­ 
ing. We know his advice and 
consultation will be a lifesaver 


in some instances, and wonder 
about the day to day operation 
of so fragmented a depart­ 
ment with so large a respon­ 
sibility. The position of city 
administrator requires a total­ 
ly different frame of reference 
than does that of community 
development director. Exper­ 
tise in the one position does 
not necessarily interchange 
with expertise in the other, ad­ 
ministration of the office force 
notwithstanding. But what 
alternative? 
In the final analysis, then, 
we feel the way the city is 
moving on this matter is the 
only reasonable and responsi­ 
ble approach. Now efforts 
should be geared toward com­ 
posing the committee which 
will screen and recommend 
for hire Lompoc’s next com­ 
munity development director. 
For so vital a position, our 
hope is that a committee will 
be named which is a fair and 
representative cross section of 
the community of Lompoc, so 
that every voice, if not heard, 
will at the least be represented 
in the selection process.

Interlopers in Boston 


Vacation for the Proctor family this 
year was a two-week stay in the 
Needham Heights-Plymouth area of 
Massachusetts near Boston. There were 
many reasons why it was memorable. 
One of the first occurred before we got 
off the ground at Los Angeles Inter­ 
national Airport The pilot couldn't get 
one of the DC-10s three jet engines to 
start. 
Eventually 
everything was cor­ 
rected , 
but 
the 
problem added an 
hour and 45 minutes to 
the inboard time and 
with an hour's circling 
of the field in the rain­ 
storm that plagued 
Boston, we were 
aboard that handsome 
American Airlines 
plane for more than 
eight hours. 
The weather in the 
Boston area was another trying circum­ 
stance. It was hot and humid. A short 
walk from where we stayed in Needham 
heights to a store that sold newspapers 
was a sticky business. Most people didn’t 
walk around if they could help it. For 
most natives, or rather those who could 
afford it, it was life in an air conditioned 
apartment, travel in air conditioned cars 
to air conditioned stores or offices. 
There were times when the whole 
business made me suggest that everyone 
simply fling open all the windows and 
grin and bear it. As a matter of fact 
that’s what the poor of Boston did in 


their anthill apartments. Lots of poverty 
in Boston, and it was something of a sur­ 
prise to find Plymouth engulfed in an 
economic depression. They told me one 
in four adults in the tiny bay city was un­ 
employed. Many buildings in the down­ 
town Plymouth area were painted on the 
fronts, but not on the sides, where the 
paint was peeling. 
The whole area was a curious mixture 
of the historic scene and the workaday 
world of reality. There were historic ' 
sites around every corner and everybody 
talked about the bicentennial year 
events. The State of Massachusetts must 
have hundreds of miles of two lane roads 
that wind in and out of the countryside. 
In a note to myself during the stay in 
Massachusetts I wrote: “ This is the land 
of maple syrup and granit curbs and in­ 
credible affluence, cheek by steamy jowl 
with poverty.” The area has lots of 
granit, which I guess accounts for the 
use of the stone where we use concrete in 
the west. Most of the bigger markets 
close on Sundays. Schools are beautiful 
and usually, adjacent to a park. There 
are street names like “ Powder House 
Road.” and “ Battle Field Road.” There 
are also lots of street names like Stan- 
dish and Mayflower, and lots of quite or­ 
dinary street names. 
Needham Heights itself has literally 
square miles of immaculate homes 
which are positioned in seemingly ran­ 
dom fashion on elaborately landscaped 
and maintained grounds. The most im­ 
pressive sight setting I ever remember 
seeing anywhere. 


Seaside communities in the State of 
Maine reminded me of some westcoast 
cities, with their barefoot, fraternity and 
the proliferation of artists selling their 
wares. There were also a lot of young 
bicyclists resting in the shade where 
they could find it. 
Our relatives in Plymouth took us to a 
beach that could only be reached by four- 
wheel drive vehicles. The restriction 
kept down the crowd. I didn’t have a 
chance to explore more than a few 
minutes, as we were leaving, but I was 
told there was a vast environmental or 
ecology project under way to try to 
reclaim the sliver of land. The project in­ 
volved a protectorate for birds and the 
introduction of hardy types of dupe 
grass. 
The flight home was uneventful, but 
the first few minutes after landing had 
their own adventure. Our car battery 
refused to start the car which was 
parked in a special public lot. While I 
was trying to figure what to do a man 
came up and said that if I called the auto 
club. I’d have to pay $10. “ If you don’t 
mind,” he said, “ I’ll get you started for 
$5.” That seemed like a bargain and it 
was. He had bottles of water for the bat­ 
tery, starter cables and a reassuring at­ 
titude that spelled “ know-how” all the 
way. 
SHORT GRAPHS: I was struck by the 
street signs in Needham that declared: 
“ Don’t even think about parking between 
these two signs.” ... It’s striking to see 
sporting goods stores festooned with 
hockey sticks and helmets.

Brown and taxes 


Writing nearly 200 years ago, the Scot­ 
tish poet Robert Bums observed “ The 
best laid plans of mice and men...” The 
words now come back to haunt Governor 
Jerry Brown. 
For all of his dreams of holding the 
line against increased taxes are being 
shattered after only just six short 
months at the helm of the ship of state. 
That this firm stand was weakening 
became evident when the governor ex­ 
plained his position was against general 
tax increases. 
That may mean something to tax ex­ 
perts but to most Californians almost 
any tax increase is going to hit their 
pocketbooks one way or another. 
So the relenting on school taxes must 
come home to property owners and be 
passed along to renters and, in the case 
of commercial property, reflected in 
consumer prices. 
The consumer will also feel the in­ 
creases in unemployment taxes levied on 
employers to keep the fund solvent. And 
the governor is also reconsidering his 
position on an increase in gasoline taxes. 
There is little doubt the governor has 
been most sincere in his efforts to keep 
(he lid on. And it must be frustrating in­ 
deed for him to come face to face with 
the cold realities of inflation combined 
with depression. 
But the revenues have not kept pace 
with inflation so the costs of government 


soar without any new or augmented 
programs. 
That new taxes must be levied through 
one device or another is due in part to the 
fact that many taxes are not structured 
to ride with inflation. Revenues from 
sales and property taxes of course do 
enlarge as prices rise. Revenues from 
unit taxation such as per gallon on gas­ 
oline and per barrel on spirits, either re­ 
main constant or actually drop as infla­ 
tion depresses sales. 
So the governor finds himself between 
a rock and a hard spot when it comes to 
road taxes. Either he goes along with gas 
tax increases or the state faces the loss 
of federal funds for roadways and its 
resulting effects upon the economy. 
Elimination of new road construction 
means not only the loss of employment 
for many state employes, it sorely hits 
the private construction industry, which 
has been geared to California’s highway 
programs for many years. 
As for the unemployment fund one can­ 
not be on ostrich and hope the plight of 
one million unemployed Californians will 
just disappear. As long as there is no 
work, the unemployment fund must be in 
a position to dole out unemployment pay. 
If more money is being withdrawn from 
the fund than is being paid into it there is 
only one answer and that is to raise the 
tax. 
Perhaps when this economic storm has

been weathered there can be a rethink­ 
ing of the unemployment program. 
Establish forty years ago to protect 
against the very situation now being con­ 
fronted, the funds have been depleted 
somehow during periods of peak employ­ 
ment. A parallel to the situation would 
be life insurance which dissipated its 
fund through annual dividends leaving 
nothing to be paid upon death. 
But it is in the area of school finance 
which should provide the greatest 
challenge to Governor Brown. Backed to 
the wall, he has been forced to go along 
with a cost augmentation for public 
schools. But the annual raid on public 
funds by the schools, through good times 
and bad, has been unceasing. It is time to 
look at the staffing and salaries paid by 
the school districts as well as the 
programs which do not contribute to the 
basic education of the children. The 
California school system has too long 
been an arena for social experimentation 
and a happy hunting grounds for those 
who like to feed at the public trough with 
little or no contribution to the general 
good.

WASHINGTON — The roots of crime 
in America go deep, as two incidents 
make painfully evident. 
Over past decades the Teamsters 
Union has substantially raised the level 
of the men who drive the gargantuan 
trucks across the country. Both in pay 
and in working conditions they have 
made great gains as 
the trucks took over 
and the railroads were 
pushed into secondary 
status. 
But this was done at 
a heavy cost in crime 
and violence, with the 
disappearance of 
James Hoffa as the 
latest and most glar­ 
ing episode. With little 
supervision, and that 
apparently easy to 
frustrate, the power 
grabbers in the union hierachy fought for 
big stakes. 
The Teamsters pension fund is said to 
total close to $2 billion. Hoffa, fighting to 
be top-dog again after his prison 
sentence and the curb imposed by his 
probation, took $1 million out of the fund, 
according to one story since his disap­ 
pearance. 
Who controls that fund, and how. is one 
of the mysteries still unsolved, with 
large loans to hotels in Las Vegas — 
where the hand of the Mafia, linked to 
huge gambling revenues, is not hard to 
detect. 
The second incident is the kidnaping of 
Samuel Bronfman 2nd, son of Edgar 
Bronfman who controls a whiskey em­ 
pire. for a record ransom. We set 
records in these things. 
The reported demand was $4.6 million 
for the release of the grandson and 
namesake of the founder of the family 
fortune. 
The first Samuel Bronfman came to 
Canada in 1889 to escape* czarist anti­ 
semitism. He built up a flourishing 
business as hotel owner, horse trader 
and liquor distributor. 
But it was his son Sam who began the 
accumulation of massive wealth in the 
distilling business. Next door to Canada, 
the United States was caught in the folly 
of prohibition. This meant bonanza 
prices for whiskey smuggled across the 
border. 
Bronfman’s 
Distillers Corporation- 
Seagrams got several million gallons 
through the barriers in 1928 and ’29. Then 
the Canadian government put a stop to 
such illegal exports, the stuff was sent to 
the United States by way of the French 
island of St. Pierre, off the coast of Nova 
Scotia. 
In this country, it is hardly necessary 
to add, the whiskey was taken over by 
bootleggers big and small who were 
catering to the appetites of all of us 
flouting the prohibition law. That was 
the origin of the gangsterism that spread 
far beyond liquor to penetrate respec­ 
table business. 
The leader was A1 Capone who could 
be convicted only because he had failed 
to pay an income tax on his fabulous 
gains. The United States sued the 
Bronfman distillers for $60 million in 
taxes and duties they were charged with 
avoiding in the prohibition years. This 
was eventually knocked down to $3 
million and Samuel Bronfman paid half 
of that. 
Samuel had begun to consolidate his 
dominating position in the liquor 
business in this country. With the 
acquisition of other distilling companies 
and big names in whiskey, this has gown 
to such a size that the company, 
Seagram Ltd.. in the last reported fiscal 
year had net sales of $1.840 billion. Edgar 
M. Bronfman, head of the company, is 
said to be one of the wealthiest men in 
the world. 


The whiskey business is entirely 
respectable, although it is perhaps not 
out of line to note that alcohol is a drug 
and a dangerous drug. There are an es­ 
timated 10,000,000 alcoholics in the 
United States and it may not be unfair to 
ask how much high-pressure advertising 
has contributed to this tragic statistic. 


The Bronfmans live the life of the very 
rich. In our age of crime and violence, 
they barricade themselves in their es­ 
tates in Westchester County and lofty, 
heavily secured apartments on New 
York’s East Side. The kidnaping of 21- 
year-old Samuel was an accident that 
could have been prevented only if he had 
lived a restricted life constantly under 
guard 


His friends at Williams College 
describe him as pleasant, mild- 
mannered. good at sports and in other 
school activities. A chance victim, one 
could only hope that he would be restored 
unharmed to his family as he was. 
A Jimmy Hoffa. a hard-fighting union 


power broker who came up the hard way, 
could hardly differ more from Samuel 
Bronfman, the sheltered son of enor­ 
mous wealth. But the coincidence of 
their disappearance underscores the 
sinister web of crime beneath the sur­ 
face of American life.

Individual's choice 


PITTSBURGH - (NEA) - A year 
ago, doctors told the woman she had ter­ 
minal cancer. But now, sitting on a 
wicker chair in a cramped apartment off 
city center, she’s not so sure: 
“ I found this doctor who gives me 
laetrile. I get it in shots, once a week or 
more, whenever I want. God, it’s been 
miraculous. For the 
first time in all these 
months I think maybe 
I ’m going to live.” 
Fifty years after the 
discovery of laetrile, 
and a dozen years 
following its federal 
ban in this country, 
thousands of cancer 
sufferers still see it as 
the one bright hope in 
their clouded lives. An 
extract from apricot 
pits, the substance, 
proponents claim, arrests cancer by the 
release of hydrogen 
cyanide which 
destroys cancerous cells. 
Miracle cures, they say, are frequent. 
The lady in the wicker chair, as illustra­ 
tion. claims she eats better, sleeps bet­ 
ter and feels better: 
“ I’m having sex again, you know, and I 
haven't done that, w ell, since 
December.” 
Critics of the compound, however, are 
equally sure it is nothing but quackery. 
More, it is risky quackery. The cyanide 
aspect of laetrile is, according to the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration, 
“ Potentially lethal to humans.” This 
spring a district court in California found 
that over-the-counter laetrile, in the 
form of a ‘‘food additive” called 
Aprikern, was sufficiently dangerous to 
merit market prohibition. The court 
ruled that five pellets of Aprikern “ could 
kill a child,” and thus ceased its 
manufacture. 
Indeed, laetrile — its clinical name is 
amygdalin — has lately received more 
than just court and Federal condemna­ 
tions. 
In July, four major cancer clinics 
which had been experimenting with 
amygdalin issued simultaneous an­ 
nouncements that all tests were 
negative. Mice experiments at Sloan- 
Kettering in New York, for instance, 
showed no evidence that amygdalin in­ 
jections prevented growth or spread of 
cancer. Privately, one experimenter ad­ 
mitted such tests are never absolutely 
conclusive, but added, “ if we thought 


there was anything to it, anything at all, 
we’d keep trying.” 
Still, belief in laetrile is apparently as 
great as ever, and interest may even be 
growing. At least three national laetrile 
associations promote its benefits 
through magazines, seminars, speeches 
and organized therapy trips to Mexico 
where the substance can be legally ad­ 
ministered 
Beverly Newkirk, an officer with one 
of the associations, the California-based 
Committee for Freedom of Choice in 
Cancer Therapy, says at least 100 doc­ 
tors prescribe laetrile in secret in the 
U.S., and possibly 100,000 cancer victims 
take it regularly. Despite arguments of 
the medical establishment, she says, 
“ Laetrile works, people know it works, 
and no laws or laboratory criticisms are 
going to keep people from trying it for 
themselves.” 
The issue, says Newkirk, and most 
other laetrile cultists. agree, is freedom 
of choice. They cyanide from amygdalin 
is found in a number of other drugs and 
foods (vitamin B-12, bitter almonds, 
etc.). thus the cultists dismiss the risk 
factor. The real reason for the laetrile 
ban. Newkirk suspects, is that vested in­ 
terests within the American Cancer 
Society “are afraid to admit the truth.” 
Cultists believe the ACS does not want to 
find a cancer cure for fear of self 
destruction. A classic standoff has 
therefore evolved: Big people vs. little 
people, or the rights of individuals vs. 
the opinions of institutions. 
Leaving aside the slander of the ACS, 
because it is untrue, more than a few 
otherwise disinterested laetrile 
observers believe the little people should 
win this battle. While there are risks as­ 
sociated with amygdalin. not the least of 
which is that it may be used by some 
cancer patients in place of better 
therapy, the question is really whether 
these desperate sufferers can morally be 
denied a “drug” that is perfectly legal in 
many other nations of the world. Many 
see it as illogical folly to allow a lung 
cancer victim to continue smoking 
cigarettes but forbid him the pit of a 
common fruit. 
Not only is it illogical perhaps, it may 
be futile. The woman here in the wicker 
chair says no law on earth could keep her 
from what may only be the placebo ef­ 
fect of laetrile. 
“ If my doctor stopped giving it to me.” 
she says, grim now, “ I’d buy up every 
apricot in town, grind down the pits, and 
take it that way.”
